flection Ordinance. Section 4, Qualifications 

Any person elected tQ tribal office $half b$ not less than twenty-cme{21} years of age and an eligible 
voter of the Iowa Tribe of Oklahoma, Candidates must agree to physically reside within the state of 
Oklahoma during their temn of office. If a non-resident, such person must establish physical residency 
within the state no longer than thirty (30) days Following the election. Should the candidate fail to Fulfill 
this requirement upon election., such candidate shall not he installed and such Election shall be declared 
fnval id. If an ind i vidua I h as pled g u i tty, o r bee n found gui Ity of a ny fc lony i n a ny court d istri ct r Sta te, o r 
Federal Court, or has been removed from any Tribal Office, the individual shall be determined not 
qualified to be a candidate for any e iective Tribal office. If at least five (5) years has passed following 
removal or completion of a penalty for the crimes mentioned herein, they shall not serve to disqualify a 
person from becoming a candidate.

Board implemented again. 

Employment- our tribal people, whether they are enrolled Ioways, Ioway descents, other tribes, are not 
being hired or promoted. The employee morale is at an all-time low. Employees are scarred from day 
to day of whether or not they will be fired, reprimanded, etc. We need to encourage and value our 
good and dedicated employees and get rid of the ones that just collect a pay check. 

Many of the past candidates from our Business Committees have made many promises to get elected which 
never came to par. The only promise I can make to my Ioway people is to always try to make for the tribe 
keep the best interest of the tribe and our people, to be consistently in the office to take care of our day to 
day affairs. I will respond when you text, email, call, etc. I will always listen to your concerns and try to find 
the best solution; I will treat you like a fellow human. It will not matter to me what family you come from. 
Each one of our Ioways should be encouraged to prosper. I will truly have an open door policy and not just 
say I do.

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Haa, My Ioway Folks, 

With deep concern and thoughtful consideration, I have decided to seek office in this 
year’s Iowa Tribal Election. The office I am seeking is the Office of the Chairman and I 
would like to ask for your support. I haven’t just decided to run for office, just because I 
can, nor because it won’t cost me a thing to file, nor do I want to run just to split up the 
votes. I am seeking office because I genuinely care about the Iowa Tribe and You People 
and the future of this Tribe! I would like to see it grow and prosper - the way I left it 
many years ago, when I did not seek re-election way back there, in the 1980’s. At that 
time I thought I was retiring from tribal politics and felt satisfied for the many years I 
had served the tribe. But today, 1 seem to have a new release on life those old days of 
my youth are gone and my life style is changed and I find that I am reflecting more and 
more on the tribe and would like to help, just as some of my old folks did years and 
years ago. I am also in a better position to allow me the time to focus my complete 
attention to the tribe - gone are the days when 1 was a struggling young mother - raising 
my boys and trying to make it in life. But with the help of Our Creator, and the support 
and dedication of my dear, good parents and other relatives 1 accomplished that, and 
now 1 am thankful that lie has brought me this far in life. 

Many of you remember that I served as tribal secretary, and maybe some of you 
don’t. But, when 1 was a young girl, just out of high school, some of the older men ol the 
Tribe approached my parents and asked them if “they could run me” for Secretary. 

What an honor that was for me when, later in life, did I realized this. Those older 
uncles that encouraged me way back then were Solomon Kent, Blaine Kent, Ed Small, 
Franklin Murray, Wiley Springer, and Louis Kihega. During those times the tribe barely 
had records, and all the official records were kept at the Shawnee Agency. I worked 
closely with the Shawnee Agency in compiling certain records. The Bureau of Indian 
Affairs assisted the Tribe - in many ways, and especially through my “hands-on 
training” when 1 was developing the first Tribal Roll since - the 1 936 Roll. For the I ribe 
to determine blood quantum’s and then, tribal membership, the Business Committee 
approved to declare all Original Allottees as full -blood Iowas for Enrollment Purpose 
Only. As I worked I became familiar with all the old Original Allottee names, and I even 
had the honor of meeting and knowing a few of them. Those that I remember were, of 
course my own grandparents, Frank and Emma Tohee Kent, Gr’ma Millie Dole, Gr’ma 
Nellie, Gr’ma Margaret Bassett, Gr’ma Lina DeRoin, Gr’ma Emily Murray Roubidoux, 
Uncle Kirwin Murray, and other names - like Pearl Maker, Zola Susie DeRoin, Harrison 
White Horn, Farrar Roubidoux, Lucy Ruth Vetter White, and maybe a few others. But 
what an experience to know them - and their kind ways! Most ot my early years as 
Tribal Secretary were spent learning and working with Uncle Solomon and Joe Walker. 
Later, I was detailed down at the Shawnee Agency, and when there became a partial list 
of eligible members, I was then sent down to the Anadarko Area Office in the Tribal 
Operations department where I worked under the direction ot Marcelle McDaniel on 
our own tribal enrollment. During this time; they (BIA) sent expert personnel from the 
Central Office in Washington, D.C. like Janet Parks to help assist, and guide me and the 
rest of us to develop the first Tribal Roll! This was eventually approved by the Business 
Committee and by the Secretary of the Interior. During my tenure as tribal secretary' I 
worked under four tribal chairman they were; Solomon N. Kent, Elzie R. Sine, 

Lawrence P. Murray, and Wallace C. Murray. 
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Other significant accomplishments that were made during those early years when I was 
Secretary; were probably, the most important documents of the Tribe, they include: 

The Tribal Assistance Program By the mid ‘60’s our Tribal Attorney had filed nine 
Land Claims against the U.S. Government for those millions of acres of land that was 
ceded to the government for our former homelands. All nine Claims were awarded to 
the Tribes. Chairman Kent worked very hard for the passage of setting aside 1 5% out of 
each Claim for a "trust fund’ - of sorts - for Tribal Operations, as the tribe had no funds 
to operate on then. We worked diligently with the whole Bureau - Shawnee Agency, 
Area Office and with the Central Office in DC. Finally this was passed by the People 
from the first Docket won - and then from each subsequent Dockets - 9 in all! The total 
amount set aside was $ 100,000, and during that time, we only operated off of the 
Interest and the Principal amount stayed in-tact for years. From this investment the tribe 
set up its first Tribal Assistance Program - $50. for Dental, $50. for Eyeglasses, and 
another amount for a Burial Program. The Long Range Planning of that brought about 
the still existing Tribal Assistance Program that all tribal members are still entitled to, 
and enjoy today - and still, we are blessed to have such a Program that has been 
expounded upon by all the past and present Business Committees. 

Three Powerful Ordinances Adopted: During the early ‘80 ’s, and as the Tribal 
Secretary, I was appointed by to serve as Interim Tribal Administrator, and under the 
leadership of Chairman Wallace Murray we took four Ordinances before the People to 
vote upon, and they all passed. Today, that historic outcome proved to be lucrative 
enterprises of the Tribe! 

• Tobacco Ordinance - was passed and the Ordinance became what we know, as 
the operations of the Tribal Smoke Shops. 

• Bin go Ordinance - this passed and later became known as the Gaming Operations 
and the Casino. 

A Tax Ordinance and a Dcnturity Program were also passed - and from those operations 
we have a Licensing for tribal vehicle tags; and we were the first Tribe in the State to 
have a Denturist on tribal lands. 

Through the years society has come a long way, and, so have I I have kept up 
with the latest technology and I stay involved with the goings-on of the Tribe and 1 try 


and support activities that concern us and our surrounding community; and even 
across Indian Country - 1 support all that I can. 1 enjoy being with folks, and you may
